‘political analyst predicts 


record BNP votes in May 


NE OF Britain’s top voting 

experts has predicted that 
the British National Party could 
be on course to win a record 
number of council seats at the 
local elections in May. 
Professor Michael Thrasher of the 
University of Plymouth is the 
country’s leading election analyst 
and in a recent interview with Sky 
News political commentator, Adam 
Boulton, he said: 
“In May 2007, given the current 
state of public opinion, the BNP are 
likely to receive further endorsement 
from a growing section of voters, 
perhaps even a record level of votes 
and council seats.” 
Such comments from someone with 
their finger constantly on the nation’s 
voting pulse will give real encour- 
agement to BNP activists throughout 
the country as they work towards 
polling day on May 3rd. 


But a word of warning has come from 
Freedom editor Martin Wingfield in 
an address to BNP voting members at 
the Party’s Blackpool conference. 
“Let’s hope that the country’s top 
political analyst is right and that we do 
gain record levels of votes and seats. 
Let’s work hard over the next six months 
to make Michael Thrasher’s prediction 
a reality,” he told the audience. 

“But May 3rd isn’t any sort of 
finishing _ line, 
examination when the BNP is marked 
to see whether it has passed or failed. 
May 3rd is just another stepping stone 
on our ladder to power. 

“Whether we achieve record levels 
of votes and seats or not, after May 
3rd there’s always going to be the 
next local council by-election or 
maybe a parliamentary by-election, 
then May 2008’s local elections, 
then the European Elections, then the 
General Elections.

“The British National Party is in this 
for the long haul. There are going to 
be nights of jubilation - which the 
Barking and Dagenham results gave 
us last May - and there will be nights 
of disappointment. Not only do you 
need to be prepared for this, but you 
need to prepare your members for this. 
When you go back to your branches 
and groups, prepare your election 
campaigners for the contest ahead, 
instill them with enthusiasm, but also 
temper any unrealistic optimism.”

AT THE local elections last May the 
British National Party gained 34 new 
councillors. The United Kingdom 
Independence Party didn’t gain any 
- in fact UKIP only managed to top 
the poll in one council seat. 

In the seven local council elections 
where BNP and UKIP candidates 
have gone head-to-head since May, 
the BNP. has beaten UKIP in six of 
them, polling twice as many votes. 
With David Cameron’s Conservative 
Party targeting its policies towards 
the Centre-Left of British politics in 
order to attract Lib-Dem voters, the 
silent majority of British voters have 
been left unrepresented by the three 
main parties.

Guts in services 
forthe elderly as 
councils struggle 
to meet targets 


RITAIN’S old folk are being 

denied the essential home help 
that enables them to keep living 
independent lives. 
And it’s all because council tax money 
used to help fund services for the 
elderly 1s needed elsewhere. 
Now councils are being forced to 
demand £300 a week from elderly 
people for services like meals on 
wheels, cleaning and personal care 
delivered in their own homes. That is 
three quarters of a typical bill charged 
by a residential care home. 


MEALS ON WHEELS: One of the 
home help services that have been 
axed so councils can keep within 
Government targets. 


The charity Counsel and Care said: 
“It has become very difficult for 
older people to access help in the 
community.” 

A number of local authorities, 
particularly in southern England, 
have admitted to cutting social 
services budgets for older people. 
They say this has been necessary 
in order to keep the rise in council 
tax. - due to pressure on services 
from asylum seekers, refugees and 
migrants workers and their families 
- in line with Government targets. 


Asylum seeker gets 
£300 a week for food 


OVENTRY Council has been 

forced to set aside an additional 
£400,000 of taxpayers’ cash to 
support 18 asylum-seeking families 
living in Coventry. 
The council, which is paying the 
rent for 20 adults and 25 children 
and giving them money to live on, 
had to find additional funds after a 
failed asylum seeker from Nigeria 
complained about the £60 a week 
handout for food Coventry City 
Council gave him to feed his family. 
Adeolo Banwo is now getting nearly

rent being paid on his home in the Stoke 
district of Coventry.

once again been used to 
provide a ‘help and support’ service 
for the 25,000 Muslims from Britain 
that travelled to Saudi Arabia for 
this year’s Hajj pilgrimage.

education is to allow every child, 
regardless of their parents’ wealth and 
social background, to fulfil their innate 
potential to best benefit society and 
the nation. Innate potential unique to 
each child, not ‘equal’ but, if correctly 
realized, potentially of equal worth to 
a society that needs plumbers as much 
as professors, fitters as much as filing 
clerks, labourers as much as lawyers. 

The idea of the 1944 Act was 
to offer three types of education 


suited to three broad types of people. 


For workers by brain, academic, 
‘grammar’ schools. For workers by 
craft, technical schools, and for 
workers by hand, modern secondary 
schools which would not try to force 
them to fail on academic terms. 
When the potential of each child 
became evident, thought to be at age 
11, a selection process, not intended 
to be a sudden-death one off test, 
would funnel them toward the type of 
education best suited to their needs. 
Sadly, that vision was sabotaged 
because of the failure of Labour and the 
Tories to properly resource the technical 
schools, which should have been turning 
out engineers and craftsmen, plumbers, 
carpenters, mechanics and electricians 
at every level from tradesman to 
designer and manager. 

These should have been as good an 
alternative for those who were suitable 
as grammar schools. In fact, very 
few were built and this sector was 
eventually absorbed into the equally 
under-resourced secondary moderns. 
The final nail in the coffin of the 1944 
vision was the replacing a ‘horses for 


courses’ approach with ‘one size fits 
all’ - the disaster of comprehensive 
education. Comprehensive schools piled 
everybody into one place. .The result 
was to impose a single school culture 
on all pupils in each comprehensive. 


The end result was to replace selection 


by ability with selection by home 
postcode and therefore by wealth. 
Middle-class areas got schools with 
an academic ethos which got good 
academic grades and were seen as doing 
well. Poorer areas got schools with an 
anti-academic ethos, so that the only 
education they were offering failed, and 
even working class children who were 
academically able were forced to fail 
along with everyone else. 

Political correctness, which both 
Labour and the Tories sign up to, 
insists that exams must be ‘moderated’ 
so nobody fails. Everyone must go 
to ‘uni’ even if they are just pretend 
universities giving out pretend degrees 
in ‘Media Studies’ to young people 
who would be better learning a real 
jobs like bricklaying or nursing. 
Only the British National Party holds 
true to the vision offered in 1944 to 
all our children. An education that 
all can afford, which brings out the 
different talents of our children, so 
that each can fit securely into the 
web of different roles, all of which 
society needs and values.

ONDON’S City Airport, located 

in the Docklands area of the 
capital, has been bought by US 
company AIG Financial Products 
and Global Infrastructure Partners 
(part-owned by Credit Suisse bank). 
The City Airport, with its short 
runway, opened in 1987 as a Short 
Take Off and Landing airport, suited

Labour and the Tories have

FD RITISH steelmakers played a 

leading role in making our 
country the workshop of the world. 
Our country was the greatest 
economic power the world had 
ever known, bringing modern civili- 
zation to under-developed and 
technologically stagnant countries 
like India. 
But now after generations of weak, 
corrupt and incompetent Government, 
Britain has become totally dependent 
on imported steel following an Indian 


company take over of what is left of 


the British steel industry. 

A deal has been announced by which 
India’s Tata Steel would take over 
Corus, the pathetic remnant of 
Britain’s steel industry, already partly 
sold off to the Dutch. The take over 
will be completed by mid-January, 
and the asset-stripping and mass 
layoffs can begin. 

Tata boss Ratan Tata, proclaimed on 
Indian TV that the take over was an 
act of revenge for the Raj and “his 
Diwali present to the Indian people” 
- his mouth clearly watering at the 
prospect of being able to shut down 
British steel plants like Port Talbot in 
Wales, Dalzell in Scotland, Teesside, 
Scunthorpe and Rotherham.

Steel made in India’s 
giant Jamshedpur plant 
sells at just $160 a tonne due to the 
cheapness of the workforce which 
sweats in its Third World furnaces. 
This Third World take over of British 
steel will put tens of thousands of 
British steelworkers, and hundreds 
of thousands of workers whose jobs 
m™ depend on the steelworkers, on 
the dole. They may get a stay of 
execution for a couple of years 
while Tata ramps up production 
at Jamshedpur from its current 
five million tonnes a year to ten 
million tonnes by 2010. But all 
the while he will be opening 
three other Indian steel plants 
to take advantage of his new 
access to British markets by 
making eventually 30 million 
tonnes of cheap Indian steel a 
year, flooding British markets 
and shutting down the whole 
of British steel production. Just 
a few smaller specialist plants, 
finishing steel into pipes and 
other produce, may just 
survive. 
This Labour Government just 
like the Tories before them, 
has destroyed British industry. 


Tony Blair and Gordon Brown have 
welcomed the deal. They feel free 
to do so because working-class 
steelmakers are ‘Old Labour’ and 
don’t matter any more. New Labour 
has embraced the global market 
economy and campaigns on behalf 
of big business, lawyers, rich foreign 
plutocrats and the chattering classes 
rather than its once loyal traditional 
supporters. Still less do the Tories 
care - they flogged off our steel 
industry along with the rest of what 
even one of their own called “the 
family silver” in the Thatcher era. 
Only the British National Party can 
now save our steelworks, and save 
the jobs, family livelihoods and 
communities those steelworks sustain. 
The BNP will take British steel back 
into the ownership of the British 
people. Not just through state control 
— but by enabling the steelworkers 
themselves to part own their plants 
and enjoy the profits of their often 
hard and dangerous labours directly 
through workers’ co-operatives.

HE take over of Britain’s steel 

industry isn’t the only example 
of Indians taking away British 
companies. Its an ongoing 
abduction taking in such industries 
as Scottish whisky distilleries, North 
Sea oil and even Tetley’s teabags. 
Vijay Mallya’s Kingfisher empire, 
spanning beer, spirits and airlines, is 
expected shortly to take over respected 
Scottish whisky distiller Whyte and 
Mackay. That means fine traditional 
malts like Isle of Jura and Dalmore 
will now be owned by Indians. 
Meanwhile Mukesh Ambani of 
Reliance has his eyes on our North 
Sea oil expertise. “We’re looking at 
buying companies in North Sea oil, 
in Scotland” he boasts. His plan is to 
“acquire talent” to use its expertise to 
exploit Third World oil fields. 
The huge Indian Tata combine isn’t 
just trying to take away our steel 
industry. They already own Tetley’s 


Tea, British auto and _ aviation 
engineers Incat, and, thanks to a £55 
million deal earlier this year, Pearl 
Group’s business processing. 

India’s Apollo and Fortis private 
medicine companies are exploiting 
Labour’s backdoor privatisation of 
the NHS to win lucrative. taxpayer- 
funded NHS management contracts. 
It’s just a matter of time before our 
hospitals and surgeries end up being 
run as well as staffed by Indians 
as British doctors and nurses are 
undercut by Third World labour. 

But this supposedly glorious Global 
Free Market is only free in one 
direction. Indian businesses can take 
over our companies but British firms 
can’t take over Indian interests. A 
complex web of rules and regulations 
established by the Indian Government 
over many years has the express aim 
of making sure that Indian industry 
stays in Indian ownership. 


This, in conjunction with a 
combination of import controls and 
a patriotic ‘buy Indian’ mentality 
instilled within the population, has 
ensured that of the top 20 brands of 
goods in the Indian market only five 
are not Indian owned. 3 

India, like China and Japan, are 


building up a strong local industrial — 


and commercial base, owned by 
its own people, behind - strong 
Government walls aimed at keeping 
out cheap foreign goods and expensive 
foreign take overs.

Thus 
John Bean wrote: ‘None of this is 
to deny, of course, that people like 
Paul Wolfowitz, who engineered a 
war in which British soldiers are 
dying to prop up a New World 
Order that plans the liquidation of 
Britain, are completely ruthless.’

Quoting the discredited and expelled 
John Tyndall, to prove what the 
party believes today, is like quoting 
Michael Foot to prove what Tony 
Blair really thinks.

But 
the BNP’s platform against 
Muslims masks a racist 
hostility towards immigrants, 
foreigners and Jews.” 

Alan replies:

RITISH rail operator First 

TransPennine Express, is 
replacing its fleet of British- 
built diesel trains with trains 
built in Germany. 
The Class 158 train, built by BREL 
in Derby, and the Class 175 which 
was built near Birmingham, will be 
replaced by the German-built Class 
185 this month. 
The Class 185 is built by Siemens 
and will operate routes from 
Newcastle, Manchester Airport, 
Scarborough, Cleethorpes and the 
Lake District. 
But the change hasn’t been 
welcomed by passengers because 
the German-built train has fewer 
seats in a three carriage train 
than its British predecessor leaving 
more peak time passengers having 
to stand and experiencing a less 
comfortable journey.
